Br.  Himes  :  This  wedding  was  attended  in  a  full 
congregation,  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Church  to 
commemorate  the  sufferings  aud  return  of  the  Savior. 

s  indeed  pleasant  to  see  tho  newly  married  pair 
walk  to  the  table  with  tho  Churoh  to  remember  the 
Savior’s  dying  love.  At  this  meeting  two  wero  added 

the  Church,  and  one  arose  in  the  congregation  to 
confess  Christ.  This  was  tho  fourth  meeting  of  this 
ever  held  by  this  Churoh.  A  brief  history  may 
be  interesting.  It  was  organized  three  and  a  half 
months  ago,  with  four  members.  At  the  first  supper  it 
numbered  seven ;  at  the  next  thirteen  ;  at  the  third 
twenty-two ;  at  the  fourth  twenty-seven.  The  pres¬ 
ence  of  God  has  always  attended  its  meetings,  wheth¬ 
er  prayer,  preaching,  or  supper  occasions.  This  has 
been  seen  and  confessed  by  unbelievers,  that  God’s 
presence  was  among  them,  because  they  loved  one  an- 
other ■  The  ■silent  tear  of  many  in  the  congregation  at 
this  time  told  the  story  that  they  too  wished  they  were 
Christians.  Four  confessed  this  after  meeting. 

Now  what  I  wish  to  say  is,  there  must  be  some  cause 
for  this,  and  that  oauso  applied  elsewhere  will  produce 
similar  effects  (all  things  being  equal). 

Negatively,  it  is  not  because  they  aro  not  opposed  : 
they  are  called  all  the  hard  names  usually  cast  upon 
those  of  this  doctrine.  They  meet  with  the  usual 
amount  of  scoffing,  and  ridicule.  No,  it  is  not  because 
they  ore  exempt  from  this  kind  of  treatment. 

But  they  have  been  taught,  and  believed,  that  each 
member  has  a  work  to  do,  and  all  must  do  their  own 
work,  that  others  may  see  their  good  works  and  glori¬ 
fy  the  Father.  That  God  will  supply  the  power,  If 
they  will  use  it.

Dear  reader,  do  not  wonder  that  we  cannot  he 
duped  by  these  things  any  longer. — Hope  of  Israel. 


Israel  should  dwell  in  booths  in  the  feast  of  the  seventh' 
month”.  This  law,  which  is  called  “the  law  of  God", 
speaks  of  building  “booths",  and  keeping  ‘  feasts ”, 
none  of  which  things  are  written  on  the  tables  of 
— yet-ihey  are  to  be  found  in  “the  law  of  God”, 
thus  proving  that  something  beside  the  tables,  or  ten 
commandments,  is  recognized  as  belonging  to  the  “law 
of  God”.  Futhermore,  if  “the  law  of  God”  can  never 
be  abolished,  these  11 feast ”  days,  and  tiro  building  of 
“ booths ”,  with  the  other  ceremonies,  are  etill  to  be  con¬ 
tinued,  and  nothing  is  left  to  be  nailed  to  the  cross, 
for  the  entire  “law  of  Moses”  is  oalled  “the  law  of 
God",  as  we  have  proved,  just  as  really  as  tho  ten 
commandments. 

In  2  Chronicles  31 :  3  we  read  concerning  “the 
morning  and  evening  burnt  offerings ,  and  burnt  offer¬ 
ings  for  the  Sabbaths,  and  for  the  new  moons,  and  for 
set  feasts  as  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  the  Lord". 
Nothing  can  bo  found  on  the  tables  of  stone  concern¬ 
ing  the  "burnt  offerings",  “new  moons”,  or  “set  feasts ”, 
yet  it  is  all  written  in  “the  law  of  the  Lord ”,  whioh 
proves  that  something  is  included  in  “the  law  of  God” 
aside  from  the  ton  commandments.  Moreover,  if  the 
“law  of  God”  could  not  have  ended  at  the  cross,  and 
boon  succeeded  by  a  new  law,  these  “burnt  offerings”, 
and  “new  moons”,  and  “set  feasts”  are  still  to  be  ad¬ 
hered  to. 

Not  only  is  the  book  of  the  law  indiscriminately 
called  the  “law  of  Moses”  and  “tho  law  of  God”,  but 
the  tables  of  the  law  are  just  as  really  called  the  “law 
of  Moses”  as  the  “law  of  God”.  “Remember  ye  the 
law  of  Moses  my  servant,  whioh  I  commanded  him  in 
HOREB  for  all  Israel,  with  the  statutes  and  judg¬ 
ments.”  (Mai.  4  :  4.)  Here  tho  law  which  God  made 
in  “Horeb”  is  plainly  called  the  “law  of  Moses”. 
What  law  did  God  give  in  “Horeb”  ?  “The  day  thon 
stoodest  before  the  Lord  thy  God  in  HOREB  *  * 
*  ■  he  declared  nnto  you  his  covenant,  which  he  com¬ 
manded  you  to  perform,  even  teu  commandments ; 
and  he  wrote  them  upon  two  tables  of  stone.  And 
the  Lord  commanded  me  at  that  time  to  teach  you 
statutes  and  judgments."  (Deut.  4:  10,  12,  13.) 

Here  wo  havo  the  law  brought  to  view  whioh  was 
given  in  “HOREB”,  and  also  the  “statutes  and  judg¬ 
ments".  Hero  aro  two  tilings  mentioned — first,  the 
law  given  in  “Horeb’,’  secondly,  tho  “statutes 
judgments”,  whioh  include  all  the  ceremonial  features 
of  the  law.  This  law  given  in  Hoxeb,  and  written  on 
the  “tables  of  stone”  is  palled  the  “law  of  Moses''. 
No  other  law  was  ever  given  in  Horeb  aside  from  the 
decaloguo,  and  the  “statutes  and  judgments” ,  which 
also  often  styled  the  “law  of  Moses”,  but 
here  referred  to  under  that  name,  as  they  are  distinct¬ 
ly  mentioned  in  contradistinction  to  that  which  is  here 
called  “the  law  of  Moses” — “with  the  statutes  and 
judgments”.  So  there  is  no  evading  the  faot  that  the 
decalogue  is  styled  the  “law  of  Moses”.  This  destroys 
tho  claim  of  two  distinct  laws,  one  styled  the  “law  of 
Moses”,  and  ending  at  the  cross  ;  the  other  styled  the 
‘law  of  God”,  and  continuing  in  force — for  we  have 
seen  that  the  book  of  the  law,  and  the  tables  of  the 
law,  aro  indiscriminately  styled  the  law  of  God,  and 
law  of  Moses — being  simply  different  depart¬ 
ments  of  one  law,  which  has  been  succeeded  by 
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The  Visions  and  Theories  of  the  Prophetess 
Ellen  G.  White  In  Conflict  with  the  Bible.

Toxts  of  Scripture  containing  the  expression,  “The 
law  of  God,”  are  quoted,  with  the  claim  that  reference 

made  to  the  writing  on  the  tables  of  Btone, 
tradistinetion  to  the  “law  of  Moses” — that  the  ten 
commandments  are  the  “law  of  God”,  which  ca 
>e  abrogated,  while  the  balance  of  the  law 
‘law  of  Moses”,  and  ended  at  the  cross.  The  claim 
that  this  decalogue  is  an  endless  law,  and  adapted  to 
the  future  world,  as  well  as  this,  we  have  examined, 
and  exposed  its  fallacy.  If  only  the  ten  command¬ 
ments  wero  recognized  as  the  “law  of  God”,  and  if  it 
were  true  that  this  law  could  never  bo  abolished,  then 
it  would  follow  that  the  seventh-day  Sabbath,  as  an 
ingredient  of  this  law,  would  still  he  obligatory :  but 
upon  the  other  hand,  if  something  beside  the  ten  com¬ 
mandments  is  included  in  the  “law  of  God”  and  that 
law  can  never  he  abrogated,  those  ceremonial  ingredi¬ 
ents  would  also  still  be  obligatory.  There  is  no  es¬ 
cape  from  this  conclusion.  Then  it  is  a  matter  of  in¬ 
terest  to  learn  what  is  included  in  “the  law  of  God”, 
seeing  the  claim  is  made  that  it  signifies  the  decalogue, 
in  which  the  seventh-day  Sabbath  is  enjoined,  and 
if  the  “law  of  God”  sannot  be  abolished,  all  of  its 
component  parts  must  still  be  observed,  whether  Sab¬ 
baths,  sacrifices,  or  ceremonies.  As  we  proceed  we 
shall  not  only  learn  what  is  included  in  the  “law  of 
God”,  but  also  learn  that  the  same  thing  which 
styled  the  “law  of  Moses”,  is  also  styled  “ the  law  of 
God" .  “They  spake  unto  Ezra  the  scribe  to  bring 
the  book  of  the ‘law  of  Moses’.  *  *  *  So  they 
read  in  the  book  of  the  'the  law  of  God,'.’’  (Neh.  8 
1-8.) 

Here  a  certain  “book”  is  mentioned,  whioh  is  no 
only  called  the  “law  of  Moses”,  but  is  plainly  called 
“THE  LAW  OF  GOD”  ;  and  now  if  “the  law  of  God’ 
can  never  ho  abolished,  the  entire  catalogue  of  re¬ 
quirements  contained  in  this  “book”  are  still  in  force 
for  there  is  no  evading  the  fact  that  it  is  eddied  (‘the 
law  of  God”  ;  and  among  other  things,  “they  found 
written  in  the  law  *  *  *  that  the  children  of 


This  phrase  is  played  with  amusingly  by  the  advo- 
.tes  of  the  two-law  system.  Quote  to  them  the  state- 
ent  that  we  are  “not  under  the  law”,  and  that 
disposed  of  by  saying  that  reference  is  made  to  the 
ceremonial  law  ;  quote  another  statement  c 

phrase  “the  law”,  and  it  is  applied  to  the  moral 
Thus  “the  law”  is  sometimes  made  to 
thing,  and  sometimes  to  mean  another,  just  according 
the  necessities  of  an  unscriptural  theory.  Bnt  the 
Scriptures  apply  the  phrase  the  law  to  both  dept 
ments— the  moral  aud  ceremonial — one  law  ;  and  in- 
ipired  men,  in  quoting  from  the  law,  quote  from  the 
book  and  the  tables  in  the  same  breath.  Paul  refers 
the  law”  in  this  manner :  “Ho  that  loveth  anoth¬ 
er  hath  fulfilled  the  law.  For  this,  Thon  shalt  not 
commit  adultery,  Thou  shalt  not  kill,  Thou  shalt  not 
steal,  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness,  Thou  shalt 
and  if  there  be  any  other  commandment,  it 
is  briefly  comprehended  in  this  saying,  namely,  Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself,  *  *  *  there¬ 

fore  love  is  the  fulfilling  of  ‘the  law’.”  (Rom.  13 : 
8—10.)  Here  Paul  in  quoting  from  the  law  quotes 
from  both  tho  tables  and  the  book — thus  establishing 
the  faot  that  they  both  belong  to  “the  law”,  and  de¬ 
stroying  the  idea  of  two  distinct-  laws.  “  The  law ” 
says,  “Thou  shalt  not  kill,  *  *  *  Thou  shalt 
love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.”  “The  law”,  as  far 
founded  on  a  prohibition  of  moral  evil,  although  it 
had  served  its  time  out  at  the  cross,  is  sanctioned  as 
being  in  harmony  with  the  Gospel,  and  thus  enjoined 
in  this  dispensation,  being  so  far  pronounced  “holy”, 
“just”,  “good”,  and  “spiritual”  :  but  those  appendages 
pertaining  to  the  observance  of  days,  arc  not  enjoined  in 
the  new  arrangement.  This  is  true  both  of  the  tables 
of  the  law,  and  the  hook  of  the  law.  The  advocates 
of  the  seventh-day  theory  deride  the  idea  of  having  a 
law  cud,  and  after  that  incorporating  a  part  of  it  into 
a  new  arrangement,  and  think  it  absurd.  But  they 
find  themselves  involved  in  precisely  the  same  dilemma, 
if  indeed  it  is  a  dilemma.  Let  me  fairly  state  their 
position : 

1.  They  claim  two  laws  in  the  Mosaic  age. 

2.  They  claim  that  the  law  of  God  was  written  on 
the  tables  of  stone. 

3.  They  claim  that  the  law  of  Moses  was  written  in 
a  book. 

4.  They  claim  that  the  law  of  Moses  ended  at  the 

Now  Christ  affirms  that  “the  great  commandmei 
in  the  law”  is  this,  “Thou  shalt  love- the  Lord  thy 
God  with  all  thy  heart.  *  *  '*  And  the  sooond 
is  like  unto  it,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.1 
(Matt.  22  :  36-39.)  Now  here  are  two  “command 
ments  in  the  law”,  aud  all  admit  they  are  now  ingre¬ 
dients  of  tho  law  of  Christ”  ;  but  they  never  belonged 
to  the  decalogue,  aud  consequently,  if  there  are 
two  laws,  they  belonged  to  the  law  that  ended  al 
cross.  When  we  are  inquired  of,  Why  do  away 
nine  good  commandments,  to  get  rid  of  one  bad 
and  then  enjoin  the  nine  again?  We  inquire,  Why 
do  away  with  the  wbolo  Mosaic  law,  which  contained 
“the  great  commandments",  and  then  enforce  these 
great  commandments  again  ?  Thus  they  are  caught 
in  their  own  trap.  According  to  their  own  claim  the 
Mosaic  law  ended  at  the  cross  :  yet  these  “command¬ 
ments”  were  in  it.  To  dodge  this  point 
The  spirit  of  these  commandments 'was  on  the  table 
of  stone.  This  dodge  cannot  he  allowed,  for  when  the 
lawyer  inquired,  “What  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal 
life?”  Jesus  replied,  “What  is  WRITTEN 
law  ?  How  RKADEST  thou  ?  And  ho  answering, 
said,  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy 
heart,  *  *  *  and  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.  And 

he  said  unto  him,  Thou  hast  answered  right.”  (Lk. 
10 :  25-28.)  Mark  !  these  commandments  were  “ writ¬ 
ten  in  the  law”,  and  could  be  read r  They  were  never 
on  the  tables,  but  were  recorded  in  Deuteronomy  6  : 
5,  and  Leviticus  19  :  18.  Beside  all  this,  I  deny  that 
even  tho  spirit  of  these  commandments  v 
the  tables  of  stone.  A  man  may  not  love  God  with  all 
the  heart,  and  still  omit  to  make  idol  gods,  omit 
ing  them,  omit  swearing,  omit  Sabbath  breaking, 
to  dishonor  father  or  mother,  omit  stealing,  omit 


mitting  adultery,  omit  coveting  either  his  neighbor’s 
property,  still  not  have  a  partielo  g{  love  to 
his  heart,  being  simply  a  moralist.  Many 
moral  Universalists  may  lay  claim  to  all  this.  A  man 
may  neither  make  or  worship  images,  nor  swear,  steal, 
lie,  murder,  nor  covet  his  neighbor’s  wife  or  property, 
and  still  not  love  his  neighbor  as  he  does  himself.  A 
might  keep  tho  decalogue  strictly  without  the 
spirit  of  these  “great  commandments”,  which  are 
‘ written  in  the  law”  that  ended  at  the  cross,  and  are 
now  ingredients  of  the  Gospel  scheme,  though  the  law 
to  which  they  once  belonged  is  now  extinct.  So  with 
a  part  of  the  decalogue.  The  Gospel  contains  princi¬ 
ples  that  once  belonged  to  both  departments  of  the 
entire  old  law  arrangement  has  been  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  the  “law  of  Christ”,  which  embodies  some 
of  the  principles  of  the  former  law,  but  never  embod¬ 
ied  the  seventh-day  Sabbath  commandment. 

“THE  SABBATH  WAS  MADE  FOR  MAN.” 

Yes  :  but  when,  and  for  what  length  of  time  ?  Am 
told  that  it  was  enjoined  upon  man  at  the  creation  ? 

I  deny  it.  There  is  not  a  word  of  the  kind  in  the 
account.  It  is  a  mere  statement  concerning  what  God 
performed  on  six  successive  days,  followed  with  the 
statement  that  he  “rested  on  the  seventh  day”,  and 
sanctified  it;  because  that  in  it  ho  had  “rested"  ;  bnt 
iven  an  intimation  was  then  given  that  he  required 
to  rest  every  seventh  day  :  indeed,  man  had  not 
then  fallen,  and  was  enjoying  Paradise,  and  did  not 
stand  in  need  of  a  day  of  rest.  But  Nehemiah  tells 
precisely  when  God  made  the  Sabbath  known  to 
in:  “And  MADEST  KNOWN  unto  them  thy 
holy  Sabbath,  and  commandest  them  precepts,  statutes, 
and  laws  by  the  hand  of  Moses.”  (ch.  9 :  14.)  Hence, 
the  Sabbath  was  unknown  to  them  till  the  time  of 
Moses.  In  Exodus  16,  the  Sabbath  is  mentioned  for 
the  first  time  in  the  Bible,  and  there  Moses  makes 
known  the  Sabbath. 

As  they  gathered  manna  day  after  day,  Moses  is 
instructed  to  inform  the  people  to  gather  two  days’ 
rations  on  tho  sixth  day,  from  tho  fact  that  GoR  had 
planned  that  the  next  day  should  be  a  Sabbath-day, 
rest-day,  and  consequently  it  should  not  then  be 
found.  Nevertheless,  some  ventured  out  on  the 
seventh  day  to  look  for  manna,  when  tho  following  in¬ 
struction  was  given  :  “See  for  that  the  Lord  hath 
GIVEN  you  tho  Sabbath,  therefore  he  giveth  you 
in  the  sixth  day  the  bread  of  two  days.”  (v.  29.) 

Not  only  is  the  Sabbath  here  introduced  as  a  now 
nrangement,  which  tho  people  were  not  yet  familiar 
withrbut  the  connection  shows  us  that  seven  days  pre¬ 
ceding  this  first  Sabbath  mentioned  in  tho  Bible,  that 
the  day  was  not  observed  as  a  Sabbath,  but  was  dis- 
egarded  by  Divine  sanction.  We  read:  “They  took 
their  journey  from  Elim,  and  all  the  congregation  of 
tho  children  of  Israel  came  unto  the  wilderness  of  Sin 
*  *  *  on  the  fifteenth  day  offlhe  second  month” 

(v.  1);  and  being  pressed  with  hanger,  “the  whole 
congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel  murmured 
-against  Moses  and  Aaron  in  the  wilderness”,  saying, 
“Ye  have  brought  us  forth  into  this  wilderness,  to 
kill  this  whole  assembly  with  hunger.”  (v.  2,  3.) 
“Then  said  the  Lord  unto  Moses,  I  will  rain  bread 
from  heaven  for  you.  *  *  *  At  even  ye  shall 
flesh  [quails],  and  in  the  morning  ye  shall  he  filled 
with  bread.”  (v.  4,  12.) 

Thus  “in  the  morning”  after  reaching  the  wilder¬ 
ness  in  a  half-starving  condition,  God  gave  them 
manna ;  that  is,  they  reached  the  wilderness 
fifteenth  of  the  month,  and_manna  fell  on  the  sixteenth,- 
and  fell  six  days,  then  the'next  day  was  proclaimed  a 
Sabbath,  so  that  Sabbath  fell  on  the  twenty -second  of 
tho  month,  and  therefore  the  seventh  day  before 
could  not  have  been  observed  as  a  Sabbath,  for  the 
whole  camp  of  Israel  were  then  journeying.  This  is 
made  plain  by  the  following  diagram,; 


self  and  others,  and  had  offerings  made  for  them,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  obsolete  law  of  Moses  (Aets  21 :  26); 
all  this  was  done  upon  the  principle  of  availability, 
that  be  might  the  better  gain  access  to  those  who 
were  wedded  to  the  law  of  Moses,  and  give  them  the 
light  upon  these  minor  points  after  he  had  convinced 
them  of  the  correctness  of  the  Gospel  plan :  and,  cer¬ 
tainly,  if  he  could  do  all  this,  to  gain  the  desired  end, 
he  would  not  omit  preaching  on  the  seventh  day, 
when  the  people  ail  turned  out  to  meeting.

Thus  it  is  seen  that  the  day  on  which  the  children 
of  Israel  journeyed  to  the  wilderness  of  Sin  would  have 
been  a  Sabbath-day,  provided  the  Sabbath  had  then 
been  in  force:  and  the  fact  that  they  journeyed  on 
that  day,  instead  of  resting,  is  proof  that  they  were 
Sabbath  keepers  prior  to  the  time  God  “made 
on”  tho  Sabbath  by  Moses.  This  observance  of 
the  Sabbath  was  limited  to  their  generations,  and 
given  only  for  that  length  of  time  :  “The  children  of 
Israel  shall  keep  the  Sabbath,  to  observe  the  Sabbath 
throughout  their  generations,  for  a  perpetual  covenant" 
(Ex.  31 :  16),  and  the  same  is  said  of  the  passover, 
circumcision,  the  Mosaic  priesthood,  the  blowing  of 
trumpets,  the  burning  of  incense,  and  the  offering  of 
sacrifices :  and  the  same  argument  that  would  bring 
the  Sabbath  into  tills  age,  would  also  bring  all  these 
obsolete  appendages  of  tho  Levitical  arrangement  in- 
the  Gospel  economy.  If  these  ceremonies  were  lim- 
sd  to  the  “ generations ”  of  the  Jews,  so  was  the  Sab¬ 
bath.  Thus  we  plainly  disoover  when  the  Sabbath 
'as  made  for  man,  and  how  long  it  was  to  be  in  force. 
But  I  am  told  that  the  term  “man”  is  he 
general  sense,  equivalent  to  saying  it  was  made  for 
men,  thinking  thus  to  make  it  obligatory  on  Gentiles. 
True  the  term  is  here  used  in  a  general  sense,  indica¬ 
ting  a  plurality  of  men,  and  so  it  is  in  Psalms  78  :  25  : 

Man  did  eat  angel’s  food ;”  that  is,  me 
but  does  it  therefore  follow  that  Gentiles  must  have 
eaten  it  ?  Cannot  a  term  be  used  iu  a  general  st 
without  including -Geqtiles  ? 

WOMEN  “RESTED  ON  THE  SABBATn-DAY”  AF 
THE  CRUCIFIXION. 

This  is  simply  a  record  of  what  transpired,  ( 
history,  of  their  doings,  without  sanction,  or  comm 
It  is  not  at  all  probable  that  they  were  aware  that 
a  now  dispensation  had  then  dawned,  for  even  Peter 
was  still  unenlightened  on  the  question  of  Christ’s 
resurrection,  “for  as  yet  they  knew  not  the  Scripture 
that  he  must  rise  again  from  the  dead”  (John  20  :  9) 
and  if  Peter  was  thus  in  the  dark  three  days  after  the 
crucifixion,  is  it  strange  that  these  women  still 
thought  they  were  under  the  Mosalo  law  ?  One 
be  hard  pressed  to  resort  to  such  arguments.  Peter 
was  a  long  time  in  getting  far  enough  from  the  old 
Jewish  latj  to  even  preach  to  Gentiles :  and  these 
women  had  not  then  got  the  full  light. 

“PRAY  YE  THAT  YOUR  FLIGHT  BE  NOT  IN  THE  WINTER, 
NEITHER  ON  THE  SABBATH.” 

This  was  spoken  with  reference  to  the  then  ap¬ 
proaching  destruction  of  Jerusalem,  and  no  more  in¬ 
timates  that  their  flight  on  that  day  would  be  sinful, 
than  that  it  would  be  sinful  to  flee  in  the  winter.  The 
Savior  well  knew  that  the  Jews  would  still  be  cling¬ 
ing  to  the  law  of  Moses,  and  would  stone  any  man 
who  might  venture  to  makelus  escape  on  the  Sabbath; 
therefore,  it  would  bo  dangerous  to  attempt  a  flight 
on  the  Sabbath,  as  well  as  in  the  inclement  weather 
of  winter. 

PAUL  PREACHED  ON  THE  SABBATH. 

So  he  did  on  othor  days.  Did  he  therefore  keep 
other  days  as  Sabbaths  ?  Paul  did  many  things 
the  principle  of  availability,  aside  from  preaching  on 
tho  Sabbath,  when  ho  could  get  the  ears  of  the  people 
to  the  best  advantage  :  he  circumcised  (Acts  16  :  3) 
he  kept  feast  days  (Acts  18  :  21);  he  purified  him 


If  this  text  carries  tho  observance  of  Sabbaths  into 
e  new  earth,  it  also  Carries  the  observance  of  new 
moons  there ;  and  certainly  that  is  carrying  the 
‘shadow’’  into  the  sunshine.  But  I  am  told  this 
clause  simply  means  from  monthjo  month.  Then  the 
other  merely  signifies  from  week  to  week.  So  this 
dodge  is  fatal  to  the  seventh-day  theory.  They  do 
wish  the  text  to  teach  the  observance  of  new 
moons  in  the  future  world, ]and  in  attempting  to  escape 
this,  they  destroy  their  own  theory.  From  month  to 
month,  and  from  week  to  week  instead  of  new  moon 
observance,  and  Sabbath  keeping,  is  the  evident  ' 
meaning  of  the  text.  Just  think  of  carrying  the 
fourth  commandment  into  the  world  to  come  :  “Re¬ 
member  tho  Sabbath-day  to  keep  it  holy.  Six  days 
shalt  thou  lalyor  [in  the  new  earth],  and  do  all  thy 
work  [in  the  new  earth]  :  hut  the  seventh  day  is  the 
Sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy  God  :  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do 
any  work  [in  the  new  earth],  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor 
thy  daughter,  thy  MAN  SERVANT  [in  the  new 
■th]  nor  thy  MAID  SERVANT  [iu  the  new  earth], 
r  thy  CATTLE  [in  the  new  earth],  nor  tho 
STRANGER  that  is  within  thy  gates.”  Will  the 
have  men  servants  and  maid  servant*  in  the 
world  to  come,  either  hired  servants  or  bond  servant*? 
Will  one  class  bo  poorer  than  another  class,  and  hate 
at  in  the  kingdom  f  And  will  God  need  to 
keep  a  standing  prohibition  against  working  them  on 
the  Sabbath-day  ?  And  will  the  poor  “ cattle “  have 
work”,  too,  in  the  new  earth?  And  are  there  to 
he  “strangers”  there? 

THE  TREE  OF  LIFE. 

Ellen  claims  to  have  seen  in  vision  that  the  object 
for  whioh  “all  flesh  shall  come  up”  from  “one  new 
another”  will  be  to  eat  of  the  tree  of  life'; 
and,  als'o,  that  “in  order  for  man  to  possess  ail  endless' 
life,  he  must  continue  to  eat  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree  of 
:.  Deprived  of  that  tree  his  life  would  gradually 
ar  out”.  (Gifts,  vol.  3,  p.  64.)  She  also  says  : 

‘On  one  side  of  the  river  was  a  trunk  of  a  tree,  and  a 
nk  of  a  tree  on  the  other  side  of  the  river,  both  of  pure, 
transparent  gold.  At  first  I  thought  I  saw  two  trees.  I 
looked  again  and  saw  they  were  united  at  the  top  in  one 
e.”  (Experience,  p.  13.) 

If  her  visions  are  true,  they  establish  the  following 
facts  : 

The  resurrected  saints  must  frequently  eat  of 
ree  of  life  to  teep  from  dying,  even  if  Jesus  did 
say  “neither  can  they  die  any  more”.  (Lk.  20  :  36.) 

They  are  all  to  eat  of  the  fruit  every  month. 
How  many  bushels  it  would  take  to  give  them  a 
monthly  taste  remains  to  be  seen. 

3.  This  fruit  all  grows  on  one  tree,  which  is  a  gold 
tree,  and  a  crooked  tree,  too,  with  two  ends  in  the 
ground,  and  the  trunk  archiag  the  river. 

Let  us  look  at  the  quantity  of  fruit  it  must  bear 
i yyntlily,  for  “all  fesh”  are  to  partake  of  it  once  a 
month,  if  her  vision  is  true.  Here  are  144,000  in  one 
company,  beside  “a  great  multitude”.  Let  the  great 
multitude  be  left  out  of  the  estimate  for  the  time  be- 
ingl<and  let  us  contemplate  one  single  tree  yielding 
fruit  monthly  for  144,000  people.  Suppose  we  could 
make  one  bushel  of  the  fruit  feed  one  thousand  people , ' 
which  would  give  them  less  than  an  apple  apiece,  (if 
the  tree  produced  merely  little  stinted  fruit,)  even 
then  this  one  tree  would  havo  to  yield  144  bushels 
monthly,  aud  then  the  great  multitude  would  not  get 
But  if  we  let  in  the  entire  redeemed  throng 
and  scrimp  them  to  one  bushel  a  thousand  each  month, 
e  tree  must  hear  millions  of  bushels  of  fruit  a  month. 
That  millions  of  saints  are  to  be  supplied  with  food 
from  a  single  tree,  either  monthly,  or  at  more  remote 
periods,  is  not  probable  ;  and  the  Revclator’s  state- 
‘On  either  side  of  the  river  was  there  the  tree 
oflife,”  doubtless  refers  to  the  species  of  tree;  as  for 
instance,  in  describing  a  forest  of  trees,  it  is  proper, 
and  Scriptural,  to  speak  of  “the  pine  tree,  the  box, 
and  the  myrtle  tree”,  to  indicate  the  kind,  and  not  the 
number.  In  Paradise  perfected  we  shall  not  be 
limited  to  one  tree  of  this  kind,  but  they  will  grow  on 
both  sides  of  the  river,  up  and  down  the  stream  :  and 
tho  saints  will  have  free  access  to  its  delicious  fruit, 
without  stopping  to  divide  a  bushel  among  a  thousand, 
or  a  million  of  people ;  and  without  making  one  tree 
bear  millions  of  bushels  at  a  time,  each  month.  Nor 
need  we  tax  our  faith  to  believe  that  gold  will  he  de¬ 
veloped  into  a  fruit-bearing  tree,  contrary  to  all  past 
indications  of  nature. 

COVENANT  TO  1,000  GENERATIONS. 

The  most  shameful  perversion  of  Scripture  I  have 
ever  met  with,  is  tho  claim  that  tho  covenant  em¬ 
bodying  the  seventh-day  Sabbath  is  enjoined  upon  ( 
thousand  generations,  and  therefore  must  reach  through 
this  age  into  the  new  earth.  We  have  only  to  read 
the  texts  referred  to,  with  their  contexts,  to  see  the 
base  imposition,  for  it  is  entitled  to  no  milder  name  : 


mil  ruled  to  a  thousand  generations 
he  mode  with  Abraham,  *  *  *  saying.  Unto  thee  will  I  gits 
the  land  of  Canaan.”  (1  Chron.  16:  15-18.) 

The  covenant  here  referred  to  is  one  that  was  made 
with  their  “ fathers ”,  while  it  is  said  of  the  covenant 
that  contained  the  Sabbath  commandment,  “The 
Lord  made  NOT  this  covenant  WITH  OUR  FATHERS,  but 
with  us,  oven  us,  who  are  all  of  us  here  alive  this  day." 
(Dcut.  5 :  3.)  Only  the  covenant  made  with  their 
“fathers”,  instead  of  the  one  that  contained  the  Sab¬ 
bath  commandment,  is  referred  to.  Who  can  be 
blind  enough  not  to  see  this  ?  That  covenant  will 
hold  good  to  a  thousand  generations  ;  and  iu  order  to 
share  in  its  realization,  it  became  necessary  to  obey 
God,  or  to  walk  in  tho  path  marked  out  under  the 
law,  while  the  law  was  in  force  :  and  it  is  now  need¬ 
ful  to  walk  in  the  path  marked  out  under  tho  Gospel. 

Having  noticed  some  of  the  main  arguments  re¬ 
sorted  to  to  bring  the  keeping  of  the  seventh-day  Sab¬ 
bath  into  the  Gospel  age,  and  having  discovered  thoir 
special  weakness,  we  are  prepared  to  prove  that  tho 
sunshine  of  tho  Gospel  renders  tho  pale  light  of  the 
law  as  needless  as  moonshine  at  midday.  When  the 
sun  rises  the  mission  of  the  moon  is  superceded. 
But  our  reasons  for  ending  the  seventh  day,  and 
observing  the  Lord's  day  (our  Sunday),  we  reserve 
for  another  work.
